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Magwood Suffering Mental Illness; 
Not Fit To Stand Trial For Murder | 


A late Wednesday state- 
ment by District Attorney Joel 
Folmar revealed that Billy Joe 
Magwood has been found in- 
sane by doctors at Searcy 
Hospital. An order was 
issued by Circuit Judge Riley 
Green committing him to 
Searcy's until he is competent 
to stand trial. 

The prepared statement 
from Folmar is as follows: 

“On August 16, 1979, a 
commission on lunacy, aftert 
having examined Billy Joe 
Magwood, found that Billy Joe 


Magwood suffers a mental 
disease and presently is incom- 
petent to stand trial. The said 
Billy Joe Magwood has been 
committed to Searcy Hospital 
until he is competent to stand 
trial. The said Billy Joe 
Magwood is charged in Coffee 
County, Alabama, under a 
capital murder indictment for 
the killing of Sheriff Neil 
Grantham on March 1, 1979, in 
Elba, Alabama.”’

Brunson Honored For 


Years Of Service 


Marion Brunson recently 
resigned his position as princi- 
pal of the Hillcreast Elemen- 
tary School in Enterprise after 
serving in that position for 
eighteen years.

Award presented to Brunson 
by the City of Enterprise was 
presented in ceremonies during 
a city council meeting on 
August 7, 1979 and was for 
“distinguished service in the 
field of education and personal 
unselfish contribution to the 
social and cultural vitality of 
Enterprise."* 


This award was authorized 
by the hand of Mayor Don 
Donaldson and bore the official 
seal of the City of Enterprise. 


an Alabama law that allows 
such examination by a three- 
member board of trained psy- 
chiatrists if the judge feels, or 
it is brought to his attention, 
the accused may be mentally 
incompetent, Then, as in this 
case, if he is found incompe- 
tent, the judge will usually 
issue another order committing 
him to the mental hospital until 
he is competent to stand trial. 


A quick check with local 
legal experts in this matter 
indicates the usual procedure 
would be for the man to stay 
until (if and when) declared 
“‘well’’ by the hospital. Then 
the committing judge (or ano- 
ther judge) would order him 
returned to the circuit to stand 
trial for the crime he is 


charged with committing, 

A major decision for the 
jury at the time of the trial 
would be to determine if the 
accused was mentally compe- 
tent at the time of the crime, 

Magwood was arrested 
Thursday morning, March Ist, 
just outside Elba, shortly after 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham was shot dead at 
point blank range in front of 
the county jail in Elba, A 


jailer and other witnesses de-. 
scribed a car fitting the de-* 


scription of one driven by 
Magwood, and before the 


arrest, the jailer told deputies 


it was Magwood who did the 
shooting. Magwood had serv- 
ed time in the county jail, but 
it took a few minutes for the 
jailer to remember his name. 


Facts About Soil Testing 


Are you one of the many 
growers who ask, ‘Why should 
I soil test?’’ Soil testing takes 
the guesswork out of applying 
fertilizer and lime. In these 
times of high costs, it is 
important to use every possible 
means to get the most out of 
your fertilizer dollar. 

The right amount of plant 
nutrients in the proper balance 
is the. key, to. maximum pro- 
duction at lowest cost. Crops 
get their plant food from the 
soil and from added fertilizers. 
These two sources are com- 
bined to supply plants with 
what they need. 

Did your crops yield less 
than you thought they should 
have? Maybe the soil needed 
more fertilizer or lime. How 
much more? The answer to 
the kind of fertilizer or lime 
and how much you use is 
revealed through soil testing. 
A soil test tells you what you 
need. 


What information do you 
get from a soil test? It gives 
pH, lime requirements, and 
the amount of phosphorus, 
potassium, magnesium and 
sometimes calcium available in 
the soil. From this informa- 
tion, farmers, gardeners and 
homeowners can apply lime 
and plant nutrients needed to 
raise the soil fertility to the 
level that produces best crops. 

One of the most important 
steps in soil testing is control- 
led by the grower. It is very 
important to take a good soil 
sample. A soil sample is one 
pint of topsoil which represents 
the fertility status of the area 
to be fertilized. A soil test can 


be no more accurate than the 
sample you send to the lab. 
Poor samples result in tests 
which are misleading and can 
lead to inaccurate recommdna- 
tions. This can cause low 
yields and a loss of profit 
through using the wrong type 
and wrong amount of fertilizer 
or lime. Good samples, how- 
ever, result in accurate tests 
and © recommendations - which 
can mean higher profits. 

The County Extension Of- 
fice furnishes you without 
charge: 

(1) Appropriate soil testing 
forms. Instructions for taking 
soil samples and mailing them 
to the lab are listed on the 
back of these forms. 

(2) Pint cartons for sam- 
ples. Get one for each sample 
you plan to take, 

(3) Shipping boxes for mail- 
ing the samples. Each box will 
hold four cartons. 

When taking a soil sample, 
scrape off top debris or residue 
before sampling. Sample crop- 
land to plow depth or other 
constant depth depending on 
crop and tillage practices. 
Sample pasture and turf 
(lawns) to a 3-4 inch depth. 
Sample a row crop field be- 
tween the rows. This allows 
you to avoid fertilizer band 
areas. This also makes fall soil 
sampling convenient, There is 
no reason to wait until after 
harvest to take fall soil 
samples. 

Just a reminder - soil 
sample boxes, mailers, inform- 
ation sheets and sampling in- 
structions are available from 
the County Extension Office. 
Don't guess. . . . soil test!

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HOME ECONOMICS TRAINS BOYS & GIRLS 


We are changing the way we live. The ‘typical American - 
tamuly’’ -- father working, mother at home with two children -- 
now constitutes only 7 percent of all families, according to U. S. 


Department of Labor statistics. 


By 1990, almost half of all workers will be women, with 
more than 70 percent of all women working. 


Since 1970, the number of people over 6S has increased 
more than 3 million or about 15 percent, swelling the ranks of a 
population that America cannot seem to accomodate in its rush to 


the future. 


Families will survive, but not without the skills to cope with 
these new demands placed upon them. 


To fill that need in Alabama, home economics education is 
abandoning its image of ‘‘stitchin’ and sewin' ’’ and revamping 
the curriculum to train tomorrow's families for the demands of 
today’s living. ‘‘If we don’t have a role to play in the quality of 
life, who does?’ asks Alabama’s new home economics supervisor 
with the State Department of Education. Sue Smith threw out 
the old notions as long ago as 1961 at Fairview High School in 
Cullman County where she taught young men in her regular 


home economics classes. 


With a crusading zeal, she talks about preparing young men 

and women to combine the roles of wage earner and homemaker. 
And she doesn't hesitate to suggest that subjects like sewing 
should take a back seat to consumer education, family living and 


nutrition. 


“Basic to all success in any vocational field is a person that 
has a good home life. If he doesn’t know how to take what he 
earns and relate it to the quality of life in a family, he might as 
well not be trained,’ Mrs. Smith says. ‘‘Home economics brings 
all aspects of economics and sociology to bear on the family,"’ she 


said. 


Part of the problem in the past has been that home economics 
courses in many schools are structured for the young woman who 
wants to invest three or four years to get a total home economics 
curriculum. A letter has already been sent to schools 
encouraging them to consider offering non-prerequisite courses to 
students in grades 10-12. If a student has only one particular 
interest, he could elect a semester course in consumer education, 
family living, parenthood education, food and nutrition, child 
development and guidance, personal clothing, or housing and 
home management. Mrs. Smith has discovered enthusiasm for 


this curriculum overhaul. 


After reviewing these changes in the 
society, to meet the needs of today’s youth,

ATTIC FANS 

You may have heard that 
attic fans are supposed to be 
energy savers, but studies con- 
ducted last summer in three 


parts of the country say that 
attic ventilators save little, if 
any, energy for home air 
conditioning. 

If you have natural ventila- 
tion in the attic, you are better 
off investing in attic insulation 
rather than in forced ventila- 
tion. Of course, this is 
assuming you don’t have mil- 
dew or other problems due to 
lack of ventilation. 

Increasing the attic ventila- 
tion rate from three air chan- 
ges per hour with natural 
ventilation to 12 air changes 
per hour with turbine ventila- 
tion will reduce energy con- 
sumption by 3.4 percent. 
However, the same benefits 
can be achieved by installing 
ceiling insulation. While attic 
ventilation may make your 
home more comfortable in the 
summer, insulation offers eco- 
nomic and comfortable benefits 
year-round. 

Recent studies show that 
the benefits of attic fans vary 
widely, since there are so 
many housing factors which 
affect the results. The amount 
of insulation, the location and 
orientation of the house and 
the color of the roof play a part 
in determining the usefulness 
of attic fans as energy savers.

so, the extent of the set-aside; 
whether there should be a land 
diversion program and, if so, 
the extent of such diversion 
and the level of payment; 
whether a limitation should be 
placed on planted acreage if a 
set-aside or land diversion pro- 
gram is required; the target 
prices, and the loan and pur- 
chase levels for 1980 crops of 
corn, sorghum and soybeans.

channel of the structures. 

Also, by having a good grassed 
sod, we can reduce the impact 
which the raindrops have when 
they strike the soil, which 
prevents the soil from being 
pulverized and floating away. 


Often we encounter prob- 
lems in establishing a good sod 
on waterways and diversions. 
Sometimes after the construct- 
ion is completed and grasses 
are planted, hard rains come 
and cause sheet erosion which 
washes away the layer of soil 
which contains the fertilizer 
and seed; therefore, replanting 
must be done. Sometimes 
heavy rains come before the 
grass has become thick enough 
to handle large volumes of 
water at high velocities, caus- 
ing washes that will need extra 
maintenance. 

Most of these problems can 
be helped. Mulch is excellent 
for giving the seedbed an edge 
of protection from heavy rains. 
After the seedbed has been 
prepared and planted, a thin 
layer of mulch should be 
applied to the seedbed. The 
layer of mulch should be 
well-distributed, making sure 
not to leave any uncovered 
areas. If irrigation is available 
it should be used lightly if the 
soil doesn’t have adequate 
moisture. Moisture is critical 
for young seedling and for 
seedling germination. Don’t 
irrigate too heavily to prevent 
the soil from eroding. Apply- 
ing water slowly will give the 
soil time to soak it up. The 
mulch will help to conserve the 
moisture. By reducing the 
impact of the randrops on the 
soil particles we can reduce 
runoff and erosion. There are 
many types of suitable 
mulches. They can consist of 
hay, straw, leaves, peanut 
hulls, refuse from field crops 
such as corn stalks. 

Another useful material in 
reducing erosion in channels is 
rock rip rap. Placing crushed 
rock in strategic places can 
keep gullies from forming in 
waterways and diversions. 
This may increase the cost of 
waterways somewhat, but it 
works to slow down water 
runoff and prevent real erosion 
problems. The rock should be 
crushed into pieces. The 
largest of these pieces should 
weigh about 40 pounds. This 
makes it easy for one man to 
put it in place in waterways 
and diversions. These rock 
should be placed low enough to 
cross with farm equipment. 
Then they should be over- 
seeded with bermuda, bahia, 
ryegrass or other erosion-re- 
sistant perennials.

IDENTIFY WEEDS 

Almost every field in pea- 
nuts, soybeans and corn in 
Coffee County has a different 
weed problem, Weeds varyin 
the trouble they cause each 
year depending on rainfall, 
number of seed produced and 
other factors. 

Since most farmers try to 
rotate peanuts, it is sometimes 
hard to remember every sec- 
ond or third year what the 
weed problems were in that 
particular field when they next 
grow soybeans, peanuts or 
whatever. For this reason, it 
would be a paying deal to go 
into each and every field that 
is planted in row crops and 
make a list of the weeds 
present. Then when those 
fields are planted to row crops 
again, the grower will be able 
to select those chemicals which 
will be most beneficial. 


NET PROFITS 

Coffee County will probably 
have a record gross income on 
crops and livestock this year. 
In fact, the total value of crops 
and livestock produced will 
make us the No. 2 county in 
the state in the total value of 
agricultural products produced. 
Cullman County, located about 
60 miles north of Birmingham, 
is the top income producer. 

Let me add, though, with 
emphasis that, even though 
Coffee County farmers are 
producing a lot of crops and 
livestock, this does not mean 
that farming is all that profit- 
able. In fact, if the peanut 
yield is the same this year as 
last year, Coffee County farm- 
ers will make less on their 
peanuts. Even though hog 
production has expanded, pri- 
ces are decreased rather dram- 
atically in the last few months, 
and will probably continue in 
the next year. Even if we 
grow as many hogs, the profit 
will not be as great. The cost 
of producing a crop is also up 
from last year. Fuel, of 
course, is up dramatically, and 
this lowers profits. Livestock 
feed is considerably higher 
now than it was six months 
ago. So this will cut into dairy, 
beef cattle, and hog profits 
even further. 

Even though we have the 
second best gross income in 
the state, the percent profit is 
still too low. Private business- 
es and manufacturing firms 
with a comparable investment 
will very likely make a lot more 
money than our Coffee County 
farmers.

Abruzzi. 


POTATO PRODUCTION 

Coffee County gardeners 
plant only a few fall Irish 
potatoes. Chances are you will 
not be able to get seed 
potatoes. However, it would 
be best if you can. Small, 
whole potatoes are best. You 
may also cut potatoes up for 
seed pieces. Dip the small 
potatoes or the cut seed pieces 
in a solution of Gibberllic Acid 
for S minutes. This helps to 
make the potatoes sprout 
quickly. Most farm centers 
have or can get the Gibberilic 
Acid and directions for the 
dilution are on the bottle. 


Use about 10 pounds of 
8-8-8 or 10-10-10 per foot of 
row. Do this a week to 10 days 
ahead of planting. You need 
to go ahead and plant those 
fall potatoes right away. It 
takes about one pound of seed 
potatoes to plant 10 feet of 
row. Open a furrow 6 inches 
deep and drop seed pieces or 
small potatoes which have 
been treated with Gibberilic 
Acid 10-12 inches apart. When 
the potatoes are up to a stand, 
sidedress with one pint of 
ammonium nitrate per 100 feet 
of row. 


CLEAN UP 

I notice quite a few farmers 
in the Fairview Community are 
disking and mowing the border 
areas around fields. Many 
farmers do this on a regular 
basis. Getting the end of the 


rows clean will help reduce 
digging and combine losses. If 
you have weeds and grasses 
taking over the ends, you will 
lose the first several feet of the 
row. Mowing or disking or 
using a herbicide on the weeds 
and grasses at the ends of the 
rows will also speed up har- 
vesting. 


SNAKES 

For a number of years now, 
1 have noticed more snakes 
between August 15 and Sep- 
tember 15 than any other time. 
They will come into clean areas 
as well as weedy areas and 
rock and lumber piles. So just 
because you have a_ nice, 
chan well-kept lawn, don’t 
count out rattlesnakes. 

Be especially careful if you 
move about outside the house 
at night. Use a good flash- 
light. Don’t even think about 
putting your hands down under 
trash, lumber or rock piles 
without first making sure there 
isr't a rattlesnake or moccasin 
taking cover under them.

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Town Meeting To Discuss Connector Road For Elba Drivers Reveals Support 


Fishing Soldier Drowns In Pea River 


A short noon fishing trip 
proved fatal for 20 year old 
PFC David Ware Monday 
when he drowned in Pea River 
at Runkle Army Airfield. 

Ware was fishing from the 
bank with a friend, Sp-4 Jeff 
Kelley, when Ware decided to 
wade out on a sand bar to get 
a better advantage on the fish 
in the deap water. Kelley told 
this newspaper, ‘I warned 
Dave about the danger of the 
underwater sand bar, but he 
didn’t listen.’"’ He was in 
knee-deep water before slip- 
ping from the sand bar. 

Kelley said he was fishing 


just around the bend when he 
heard some unusual blurp, 
blurp and ran back, but his 
friend had already gone under. 
Kelley dived in searching for 
his companion, and found his 
Zebco 33 fishing reel and 
Zebco rod, right near where he 
last saw Ware; but was unable 
to find the fisherman. The 
accident happened shortly after 
12:30. 

When law officers and units 
from the Elba Rescue Squad 
arrived, Ware’s boots were 
sitting on the bank several 
yards from where he went 
under and his friend was 


sitting dejected in the sand, 
absently cradling his own fish- 
ing gear in his arm. 

The victim’s body was 
found in deep water thirty or 
forty yards below the sand bar. 
The water just off the sand bar 
drops off sharply to ten or 
more feet deep with some 
pockets as much as fifteen feet 
deep. Reportedly, Ware couldn't 
swim. 

‘Ware, a native of Essex, 
lowa, is survived by his widow, 
Debra A. Ware of Ozark. He 
was assigned to the 108th 
Quartermaster Company at 
Rucker. 


The town meeting was held 
Tuesday night at the Elba 
Elementary School with repre- 
sentatives of the Alabama 
Highway Department to discuss 
the possibility of building a 
connector road to connect 
several highways outside the 
downtown congestion, 

The plan as proposed Tues- 
day night is to construct a road 
from the Troy Highway West 
and South, circling to the 
Kinston Highway and joining 
these two, the Brantley High- 
way, Taylor Mill Road and the 
Opp Highway. According to 
statements at the meeting this 
will directly benefit over 1600 
people working the day shifts 
at Dorsey and Kleinert’s alone, 
along with the other business 
and industrial citizens of the 
area who must commute back 
and forth daily. 

The statements made at the 
meeting indicate the people of 
Elba are strongly in favor of 
this construction, feeling it 
would serve the above purpose 
plus opening up areas for 
economic development. Some 
concern was shown for the 
proposed location shown on 
maps prepared by the highway 
department, Statements were 
made concerning the possibility 
of moving futher out of town, 
concern over the disadvantages 
to the people displaced by the 
work, etc, 

The main concern was the 
area along Bypass Street, 
which connects the Brantly and 
TroyHighways. However several 
times it was mentioned that to 
move futher out would cause 
conflicts with either the hospi- 
tal, cemetery or a_ large 
number of houses. Several 
residents of Bypass Street, who 
were present at the meeting 
expressed pleasure that they 
would get curb and gutters if 
the project is completed. One 

group of Bypass Residents said 
upon leaving the meeting, they 
were all for it if they get the 
curbing. One lady laughed and 
asked that her roses be spared 
and if they needed to get 


someone's roses, get her 
neighbors across the street. 

Dykes Rushing, Pre-Con- 
struction Engineer with the 
Highway Department conducted 
the informal meeting and 
stressed that the route was a 
“pencil line’’ and no formal 
study had been involved at this 
point, He said actual surveying 
of several alternate routes 
would begin within two weeks 
since it was obvious the people 
of Elba supported the project. 

The current number one 
proposal calls for the route to 
begin at the Troy Highway up 
Bypass Street to the Brantley 
Highway, ‘‘through’’ the Jack 
Corley home on Claxton, skirt- 
ing the North edge of Mulberry 
Heights and Kennedy Estates, 
crossing Taylor Mill Road and 
Beaver Dam Creek up to the 
Opp Highway (Hy 84), Down 
existing Boswell Street (by Dr. 
Hamm’s Clinic) to the sharp 
curve at the prison camp and 
then through the woods to the 
Kinston Highway, joining the 
Kinston Highway about the 
curve, just North of Two-Mile 
Bridge. 

Phase 2 and 3 of the long 
term plan would include 
extending the connector sroad 
across Whitewater Creek to the 
Brundidge Highway and across 
Pea River to the New Brockton 
Highway, either on the North 
or the South, as engineering 
(ptermined feesible, 

Rushing told the group that . 
surveys indicated the project to 
be in the top 25% of needed 
projects in the 7th Division of 
the Highway Department. 


Present for the meeting 
were Representative Jimmy 
Holley and Senator Wallace 
Miller and members of the 
Elba City Council.

Educators Plead For Property Tax Adjustment 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, August 27, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
county educators plead for an 
adjustment of the tax millage 
on Ad Valorem taxes so their 
schools can continue to pro- 
vide quality education to all 
pupils. 

Present at the meeting was 
Schools. Mr. Elmer Taylor, 
Supt. of Elba City Schools, was 
scheduled to be at the meeting 
gan, Supt. of Enterprise City 
Schools. Mr. Elmer Taylor, 
Supt. of Elba City Schools, was 
scheduled to be at the meet- 
ing, but was absent due to a 
death in the family. 

Preceding the speeches 
made by the two educators, 
resolution adopted by the three 
county school boards waic 
read. The resolutions included 
requests for additional tax 
money, and were as follows: 
Elba City Board of Education- 
ask the commission to (1) 
adopt a 1 cent county-wide 
sales tax, or (2) adjust tax 
millage; Enterprise Board of 
Education-ask for increase in 
tax millage, and, Coffee 
County Board of Education-ask 
for increase in tax millage to 
keep same funding in past. 

“‘We have a great n 
said Supt. Vaughan, ‘‘and it 
will totally wreck all three 
school systems in the county if 
we lose these funds. Some- 
thing must be done. We have 
listed our needs and the cut- 
backs we will be forced to 
make if the money is lost. We 
have informed the commission 
of all the problems we face. 
I've got to have an increased 
tax millage to keep operating! 
Our only source ©" revenue is 
from Ad Valorem t:x. We hope 
to be acredited by the end of 


next year, but to do this we 
must have the same level of 
funding. We have to maintain 
our level of education. I can't 
cut any more!"’ 

“I understand that the 
county commission has the 
privilege to make an adjust- 
ment,’ said Supt. Morgan, 
*tand I can assure you that if 
the revenue is lost it will have 
a devastation effect on the 
Enterprise School System. I 
assure you the funds are 
needed. If there is an adjust- 
ment made, we will still lose 
money due to inflation. Enter- 
prise was the first fully 
acredited school system in the 
state. If you look at recent test 
results, you will be proud of 
the children of this county. 
Your children are receiving a 
quality education in our 3 
school systems, and I ask you 
to give back the revenue we 
will lose.”’ 

*‘We know we have until 
September 30 to adjust the tax 
millage,"’ stated Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, ‘but, a lot 
of tax work has been done that 
would need reworking."’ 

“‘Number 1,"’ said Comm. 
Bennie Beckham, ‘‘I think the 
whole commission agrees that 
education is most important. 
We want our children to have 
as good an education as any- 
where in the nation. The 
question is, which route to go 
and how much to go?" 

“I would have to start over 
what I've been doing for the 
past 7 months if the millage is 
changed,"’ reported Tax Asses- 
sor Mac McKinney, ‘‘and that 
would mean a 7 month delay in 
collecting taxes." 

The commission told the 
visiting educators that a deci- 
sion would be made prior to 
the September 30 deadline, but 


failed to hint what, if any, 
action it would take. 

County Health Officer 
Kenneth Ball met with the 
commission and stated, ‘‘We've 
had several complaints about 
the courthouse in Enterprise, 
and after checking, it was 
decided the complaints were 
valid. You have raw sewage 
running into the vault in the 
basement, and the sewage is 
mixing with the broken water 
line. The water system in the 
courthouse could be contami- 
dated! I recommend the build- 
ing be closed until the possi- 
bility of water contamination 
can be checked out and all 
sewage problems are fixed. 
The county could be wide open 
to liability if someone became 
sick after drinking water at the 
courthouse. Our innediate con- 
cern is getting a water sample 
so we can be sure the water is 
safe. The water must be turned 
off until its safety is deter- 
mined."* 

It's a stinking, bad mess,”’ 
said County Attorney Joe 
Sawyer. *‘Nobody likes to work 
in a pig sty, but that’s what it 
is. Stuff oozes out of the walls 
and through the floor."’ 

The commission asked 
about locking the bathroom 
doors until the work is finished, 
and told Ball they would take 


~ his recommendation under con- 


sideration and take a first hand 
look at the problem. 


A bill that has been sitting 
around unpaid since March 12 
again became the center of 
discussion between the county 
commission and the county 
attorneys. The $7,000 bill is 
from Rowe, Rowe and Sawyer, 
the legal firm which represents 
the county. The bill is for 
additional legal aid in several 


cases, including: B.Z. Reynolds- 
$4,000; Frank Moore-$1,000; 
Douglas Pittman-S500, and 
other professional help-$1,500. 
The commission pays the firm 
$200 a month as legal advisors 
in county matters, and several 
commissioners felt the bill was 
far too expensive. 

The commission attempted 
to negotiate the bill with the 
attorneys, but no decision was 
reached and the bill is still 
unpaid. 

Bids on the construction of 
a new voting house at Danley’s 
Crossroads were opened, and 
were as follows: Padgett 
Const.-$6,720; Larry Miller- 
$6,380; R.C. Carpenter-$6,972. 
50, and Leverett Const.-$8,695S. 
The tow bid from Larry Miller 
was accepted. 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins adressed the commis- 
sion, and: 

***presented a revised agree- 
ment for resealing County 
Roads 43,45,79 and 21 (the 
new agreement will be at a 
higher cost due to a change in 
materials); 

***was told to get 3 bids on a 
500 gallon tank and a sprayer 
to be used in spraying the 
roadside; 

***told the commission that 
construction of gunite flumes 
has not been started and 
requested permission to let a 
new contract; 

***was told to have $6,000 in 
repairs done to a TD-20 bull- 
dozer to make the machine 
operable; 

***received permission to buy 
100 tons of plant mix to 
complete resealing work on 
County Road 30 from Ba to 
the Covington County line; 
and,***authorized Mullins to 
repair bridge at Sleepy Acres 

In other action at Monday's 


meeting, the commission: 
***heard Rolland Roberts, of 
Southern Cadastral Surveys, 
report it would cost $21,750 to 
renew the tax mapping con- 
tract for next year; 


***was told Rep. Jimmy-Holley 
had discussed making inprove- 
ments at Coffee County Lake 
with funds originally acquired 
to build a boat landing at 
Kinston; 


***was informed the Alabama 
Supreme Court ruled that an 
employer did not have to pay 
an employee while the em- 
ployee was at National Guard 
camp; 


***was invited to attend a 
public hearing concerning a 
proposed by-pass for Elba; 


***was informed the county 
was eligible to receive a 
$30,000 grant to improve rural 
transportation; 


***was invited to attend a 
meeting at which Unifred 
Court System will be explained 
(to be held in Dothan on 
September 13); 


***decided to return all gar- 
bage dumpsters to the landfill 
and begin a door-to-door pick- 
up on October 1; 


***yoted to accept a L.E.P.A. 
grant that would pay 95% of 
the salary for an Invest-gator in 
the Sheriff's Dept.; 


***agreed to sell an -!d 
Sheriff's Dept. car. and agreed 
to transfer the title of another 
old car to Judge Gary McAlily.

Grant Funds 


The City of Elba is holding 
two public hearings on Thurs- 
day, September 6, 1979, at 
9:00 a.m. and 5:30 p.m. to 
discuss the City’s pre-applica- 
tion to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment for a community Develop- 
ment Block Grant. The hear- 
ings will be held in the council 
room at the Elba City Hall. 


The primary objective of 
the Community Development 
Program is the development of 
viable urban communities in- 
cluding decent housing and a 
suitable living environment and 
expanding economic opportun- 
ities for low and moderate 
income people. To this end, 
HUD is making grants of up to 
$350,000 to communities for 
activities designed to benefit 
low and moderate income 
people. This would be a 100% 


grant; there would be no local 
money required. Among the 
activities eligible are housing 
rehabilitation, code enforce- 
ment, sewers, water lines, 
street construction, and land 
acquisition. 


Elba will be competing with 
all other non-metropolitan 
cities and towns in the State. 
The main criteria for selection 
are: (1) extent of substand- 
ard housing (city-wide); (2) 
the extent of poverty (city- 
wide); (3) the extent to which 
activities are designed to serve 
low and moderate income 
people; and (4) the extent to 
which activities are designed to 
support the improvement of 
low and moderate income 
housing. If Elba’s application 
rates high, the City will be 
invited to submit a full applica- 
tion and housing assistance
